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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mimura 
etal. 

Mimura et al discloses a video/audio receding/reproducing apparatus that shows 
all the limitations recited In claims 4-6, including the feature of reproducing infomiation 
recorded on a machine readable medium (See Mimura et al's Figure 1 ), the feature of 
demultiplexing at least some of the infomiation stored in the buffering means and 
outputting at least one of a video stream, an audio stream, and a sub-picture stream 
(See Mimura et al's Figure 1 , components 54, 56, 58, 60, 62), and the feature of 
clearing information remaining in the buffering means In response to receipt of the non- 
seamless-angle instruction as specified In the present claims 4-6. (See Mimura et al's 
column 47, lines 3-7).
